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This is a decision on the petition filed on May 31, 2011 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d) requesting that the patent term 
adjustment indicated on the above-identified patent be corrected 
to indicate that the term of the above-identified patent is 
extended or adjusted by at least four hundred and ninety (490) 
days . 

The petition to correct the patent term adjustment indicated on 
the above-identified patent to indicate that the term of the 
above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by five hundred 
and twenty-four (524) days is GRANTED to the extent indicated 
herein . 

As the period from the filing date of the request for continued 
examination (RCE) to the issue date of the patent is not 
included in the "B" delay period, the over three year period 
begins on September 10, 2006 and ends on October 22, 2009, the 
day before the RCE was filed, which amounts to 1139 (not 935 1 ) 
days. See U.S.C. 154(b) ( 1 ) (B) (i) . 

Moreover, a notice of appeal was filed on May 7, 2009, and a 
Request for Continued Examination (RCE) was filed on October 23, 
2009. The 170 days of the over three year period consumed by 
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appellate review, beginning on May 7, 2009 and ending on October 
22, 2009, the day before the RCE was filed, is not included in 
the B delay. See 35 U.S.C. § 154 (b) ( 1 ) (B) (ii) . 

As such, the patent term adjustment is increased by 524 (183 
days of examination delay plus 1139 "B-delay" minus the 
aforementioned excluded 170 days minus 628 days of Applicant 
delay) days, not 525 days. 

The Office will sua sponte issue a certificate of correction. 
Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.322, the Office will not issue a 
certificate of correction without first providing assignee or 
patentee an opportunity to be heard. Accordingly, patentees are 
given one (1) month or thirty (30) days, whichever is longer, 
from the mail date of this decision to respond. No extensions 
of time will be granted under § 1.136. 

The application is being forwarded to the Certificates of Branch 
for issuance of a certificate of correction. The Office will 
issue a certificate of correction indicating that the term of 
the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by five 
hundred and twenty-four (524) days. 

It is noted that the address listed on the petition differs from 
the address of record. The application file does not indicate a 
change of correspondence address has been filed in this case, 
although the address given on the petition differs from the 
address of record. If Petitioner desires to receive future 
correspondence regarding this patent, the change of 
correspondence address must be submitted.
